Coeds  Move  Into  New  Halls 

. Brigham  Young  University  coeds,  recently  moved  into  two  new  Heritage  Halls 
hich  were  completed  in  time  for  winter  quarter  housing.  Six  others  will  be 
nished  for  autumn  quarter,  1956. 

Each  building  houses  72  girls  in  12  apartments.  The  older  Halls  house  60 
rls  in  10  apartments.  Unlike  the  older  Heritage  Halls,  each  new  building  has 
head  resident  apartment,  music  practice  rooms,  a sundeck  instead  of  a living 
room  on  the  third  floor  and  en- 
larged kitchen  area.  Kitchens 
feature  eye-level  ovens,  modern 
refrigerators,  added  storage 
space  and  broom  closets. 

All  apartments  in  the  new 
buildings  are  above  ground.  The 
older,  buildings  have  two  base- 
ment apartments.  Basements  in 
the  new  buildings  contain  wash- 
ing facilities,  recreation  rooms 
and  practice  rooms. 

The  entire  project  when  com- 
pleted will  house  an  additional 
576  girls.  The  original  16  build- 
ings house  960  girls.
